For which caule, the reading of His 
ſtory or Geography , are not of the 
leaſt note, aud proper for thoſe.whole 
trade (as yours) being for ſtanding and 
motion of, the body, have a. meet re- 
laxation in , the ſedentary poſture of 
reading. | Beſides the delight which 
the minde may take in the account of 
paſlcd. times, or. the diſcovery of re- 
-moteLands ,: and enjoy with caſe and 
quict the diſcoveries which others 
have made with care and travail, and 
manifold hazards : Whereby you will 
not . onely reap. a greater delight, . 
then thoſe that go to yiſlit. curious

It you are Maſters, leave a name 
behinde you , that you always had a 
ſcnſe upon you, that you allo bad 2 
maſter in he.ven, to whom you mult 
g1ve an account : that it was your care, 
not only that your {crvants ſhould {crve 
you, but they ſhould ſerve the Lord 
and had rather they ſhould loole a days 
work, then that Gcd ſhould looſe an 
hours {cxvice. 

It you be Magiltrates, Jet not your: 
dcad hands ſnicll of bribesz but let 
it be (aid, that -vice 'was your utter 
enemy. , which neither for 'tear or ats 
tection you would thew any counte- 
nance, but that you made it your 
buſineſs to be an incourager- of thoſe 
that do well, and a terrour nnto evil 
dyerse As

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As thou art a Sabje, let it be (aid 
of rice, that thou wer't none of tho: 
whoidid ſpeak, evil of diomties, NOT LE + 
tuſed!t to yeild a ready complyance to 
wn of taoſe burthens , which may 
corduc? to thy Princes honour, and 
thy Countries welfare : but didtt con- 
ſult tor all fuch things ,-as make 
for general ' good , and publirk 
Peace. Eh 

If men ſpeak of you , as you are a 
member of the Church, let ther cele- 
brace thy obed:cnce to thoſe thet had 
the rule over thee in the Lord :; _ That 
thou-wert not tattious, but as 101 cone 
ferde(t for the faith' once. deliverer to the 
Saints , io thou wert carctu! not to 
bicax the golden chain of brocthurly 
ove, for the icruples of opinion, but 
trooxſtcareto prefitye the unity of the 
faith in tht boud of peace 3- Ug CUf1® 
Ving*d that there 15 more prudence to 
over'ook groſs intirantics, trocn to be 
apt toc parate 5 and that the#c 1s more 
Chnſtianity in amcnding our: private 
faults, then in reprehcnding publick C- 
noroes: : Having always ſuch a 
cofrycrſation as is becoming Godimcis, 
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'and not denying thy Chriſtianity by 
thy. works. Thus to go out of the 
world, 1s to carry baskets of all {weet- 
'{melling Flowers along, with you, to 
calt into your grave 3 and puj Roſe- 
mary into the hands of thole who do 
accompany your Funeral and give 4a 
kinde of immortality to your own
